Will Highlight School Year 

The appearance of The Platters, Internationally known sing¬ 
ing group, April 23, will be a highlight of the school year, 
said Larry Bates, All Students Association president, yesterday. 

The performance will begin at 8 p.m. In the Fleldhouse on 
The University of Tennessee Martin Branch campus. Tickets 
can be purchased at the ASA office, from ASA council mem¬ 


bers, and at The Collegiate 
Men’s Store In Union City for 
$2 each. 

The platters were organiz¬ 
ed In 1955 and skyrocketed to 
fame with a rendition of Buck 
Ram’s “Only You” which pass¬ 
ed the million mark. 

Another hit of The Platters 
is “The Great Pretender” 
which won for them the Bill¬ 
board Triple Crown Award. The 
Platters also starred In the first 
rock’n’roll picture, “Rock 
Around The Clock.” 

For several months now 
they’ve l>een appearing through¬ 
out the United States and cur¬ 
rently they are completing a 
college tour, after which The 
Platters will depart for theFar 
East, then appearances in South 
America, and then Europe. 

Their record shows that in 
popularity they are durable, 
they’re a durable group of 
people, and not too much has 
changed within the group of per¬ 
formers over the ten years 
they’ve been In show business. 

Barbara Randolph is petite 
with a glittering personality and 
captures audiences with her 
talent and sparkle. She has ap¬ 
peared In clubs and hotels and 
recently completed a six-month 
tour of Japan, Okinawa and 
Formosa. Barbara is from Los 
Angeles, California. 

The group’s first tenor, 
Charles Turner, Is from Cleve¬ 
land, Ohio. As a young star 
he sang ballads and later be¬ 
came popular In Canada and 
sang in clubs and hotels in the 
states and appeared on tele¬ 
vision shows. 

The baritone singer, Paul 
Robi, Is from New Orleans, 
Louisiana. He also writes songs 
and arrangements and acts as 
spokesman for the group. 

Herbert Reed sings bass; 
even though he’s small In sta¬ 
ture, he’s big In voice. He 
dances, has a sense of humor, 
imitates famous people and acts 
. the quintets comedian. 

David Lynch does the lead 
on most of The Platters Jump 
numbers. He'd Just as soon 
dance as sit still, be in a com¬ 
pany of friends as alone, and 
stay awake all night “because 
sleep is a waste of time” he 
says.

French Contest 
Exams To Be Held 
On UTMB Campus 

Examinations will be ad¬ 
ministered to high school 
students In this area who wish 
to participate In the National 
French Contest Saturday, said 
Dr. Muriel D. Tomlinson, Mon¬ 
day. 

Dr. Tomlinson, who is 
chairman of the Modern Foreign 
Language Section at The 
University of Tennessee Martin 
Branch, will administer the test 
on campus. 

This contest, open to all 
secondary school students 
studying French, is sponsored 
each year by the American As¬ 
sociation of Teachers of 
French. The same examina¬ 
tions are given on a nation-wide 
basis, and prizesNare awarded 
on four levels, french I, n, 
ni, and IV. 

At UTMB, between 25 and 30 
students will participate, who 
are from Union City, Greenfield 
and Martin. Tests will be given 
in French I and French n. The 
tests will consist of two parts, 
one involving aura : comprehen¬ 
sion, the other on grammar and 
reading. 

Spring Enrollment 
Reaches 1646 Total 

The enrollment for spring 
quarter at The University of 
Tennessee Martin Branch is 
1646 which is 155 less than the 
enrollment for winter quarter of 
this year, according to Henry 
Allison, registrar. 

Compared with the 1297 stu¬ 
dents who enrolled spring 
quarter of 1964, this gives an 
Increase of 26.8 percent over 
last year. 

This total Includes 1038 men 
and 608 women. 

A total of 207 of the 1646 
are enrolled In Agriculture. 
Business Administration has 
268 enrolled. Enrollment In 
Engineering Is 180. Education 
has 550 enrolled, while Home 
Economies has 110 and Liberal 
Arts has Ml.

Chemistry Manual 
Is Authored Here 
By Glen Bremer 

“General chemistry Prob- 
lens and Procedure” is to be 
the new laboratory manual used 
in general chemistry at The 
University of Tennessee Martin 
Branch next year. 

It is being written by Glen 
Bremer, assistant professor of 
chemistry. It is being publish¬ 
ed by W.C. Brown andCompany 
of Dubuque, Iowa, and Is to be 
out around May 1. 

Mr. Bremer said, “The la¬ 
boratory manual came about as 
a result of our being unable to 
find one that suited our needs; 
therefore, about two years ago 
I began working up some 
laboratory exercises which 1 
used with my classes. Other 
teachers started using them 
until the whole department was 
using them. They seemed to like 
them so I decided to put them 
In book form and add to them 
some problems that we had been 
doing In lab.” 

Work has already been 
started on a supplement which 
Is to be Semimicro Quantita¬ 
tive Analysis and this will be 
put in the new revision In two 
years. 

The laboratory manual will 
be used for a quarter and a half 
of laboratory work. It Is to be 
put Into use the summer term 
this year.

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Letter 
To Editor 

We would like it made clear 
that we are In favor of the idea 
of greater student control over 
student affairs. However, we 
are disturbed at the general un¬ 
qualified acceptance of the new 
student government constitu¬ 
tion. Change for change's sake 
is not always progress. 

The purpose of the new con¬ 
stitution is to relieve the faculty 
of the burden of student govern¬ 
ment as the enrollment 
increases. Two questions 
arise. Is this transfer of power 
possible? Is this transfer In 
the best interests of the student 
body? 

The cornerstone of the new 
constitution is the integrity and 
character of the elected and ap¬ 
pointed officials. As an 

example, would the president 
always place the general 
interests of the student body 
above those of a small segment? 
To us it seems obvious that 
this constitution demands a 
greater degree of character and 
leadership ability than has been 
previously demonstratedonthis 
campus. Along this line we 
would like to point out that the 
required grade point average 
for the officials is lower than 
the mean grade point average 
of graduating seniors. 

This constitution proposes 
vast new powers, but it will be 
noted that this campus has 
neither tradition nor criteria as 
a guide to the functioning of 
the student government. If there 
is a sudden break from the 


guiding influences of the faculty, 
what could be the possible im¬ 
plications concerning the wel¬ 
fare of the student body during 
the transition period? 

It is obvious that the student 
senate would be the primary 
source of the checks and 
balances. Will these checks and 
balances be effective? Will the 
senate ever be anything but a 
rubber-stamp body? The hap¬ 
hazard method of selection of 
student senators may often lead 
to the choice of individuals who 
are neither suited for, nor 
interested in, student govern¬ 
ment. Moreover, the senators 
will not be at all representative 
of the student body as a whole. 
The question arises as to why a 
provision for a presidential veto 
was omitted. Also; since a 
simple majority of the senate 
would constitute a quorum, what 
is to prevent a rump senate - the 
calling by the president of a 
meeting of selected senators for 
the consideration of any item. 

Since the student court is 
the apex of the structure, the 
justices should have the 
greatest character and in¬ 
tegrity. What guarantee does 
the student body have that this 
will indeed be the case? At 
the discretion of the student 
court Individual students maybe 
disciplined for any reason. The 
court is the final appeal for or¬ 
ganizations and for the arrange¬ 
ment of social dates. 

We earnestly implore every 
student to read and analyze this 
constitution carefully and to 
consider if it is, in the final 
analysis, in their own best 
interests.

The new proposed constl 
tutlon of the student govern¬ 
ment at The University of Ten¬ 
nessee Martin Branch Is an 
organizational structure simi¬ 
lar to our national constitution. 

It provides a system of 
ctecks and balances that al¬ 
lots more people to be Involv¬ 
ed, Buddy Mitchell, vice presi¬ 
dent of the All Students 
Association, said Saturday. 

This comment was made at 
the annual ASA Retreat at Paris 
Landing Inn during a discussion 
of the new constitution which Is 
now being considered by the 
student-faculty organizations 
board. During the discussion 
Jim Hammond, a member of the 
committee which revised the 
constitution, said we as students 
have always been told what to 
do but never how to do It. It 
Is through the student govern¬ 
ment that more people will be¬ 
come Involved and have a re¬ 
sponsibility. 

The proposed constitution 
states that the student govern¬ 
ment president will appoint 
a chief justice and four as¬ 
sociate justices of the student 
judiciary to carry out the duties 
of the judicial branch. A sug¬ 
gestion was made by Herb An- 
dreen that maybe the students 
could elect a chief justice and 
the associate justices. Mr. 
Mitchell called to attention that 
the constitution states that the 
legislative body, the senators, 
must approve by a two-thirds 
majority all appointments, so 
the basic student control 
remains as It has been. Also 
there are five elective offices 
in the executive branch. 

The constitution states that 
one of the duties of the vice 
president is that he will be In 
charge of the regulation, Issu¬ 
ing and receiving of all social 
petitions. Richard Gogue, 
UTMB faculty member, asked 
how would the regulation be car¬ 
ried out If a group did not ad¬ 
here to the regulation. Mr. 
Mitchell replied that he could 
not answer for the vice presi¬ 
dent and the senate but that the 
constitution would be flexible 
for particular situations. Cer¬ 
tain actions which are In oppo¬ 
sition to university social policy 
would be turned over to the at¬ 
torney general and could be 
brought before the student 
court. 

A position that the constitu¬ 
tion has created Is the attorney 
general who Is appointed by the 
president. The question was 
asked during the discussion that 
what will be the effect of ap¬ 
pointing members of one’s own 
group to positions? Chairman 
Mitchell pointed out that the at¬ 
torney general must meet ap¬ 
proval of two-thirds of the stu¬ 
dent senate. The attorney 
general also appoints members 
to serve on committees with 
him who must be approved by 
the senate. It was also dis¬ 
cussed that the proposed con¬ 
stitution states that heads of 
administrative departments 
will be appointed by the presi¬ 
dent and approved by the senate 
but may be removed by the pres¬ 
ident for just cause without the 
consent of the senate. Mr. 
Mitchell said that the senate 
shall have the power to bring 
Impeachment proceedings 
against any elected or appoint¬ 
ed officer for negligence of duty 
or act that would bring 
discredit to the student govern¬ 
ment.

of discipline shall be final ex¬ 
cept In case of dismissal from 
the university which may be ap¬ 
pealed to the administration. 

The proposed constitution 
states that a senator Is re¬ 
quired to attend all meetings 
of the student senate and that 
no person shall represent an 
organization other than the 
elected senator. Mr. Mitchell 
said that In the event the sena¬ 
tor Is unable to attend the senate 
meeting, another member of the 
organization can represent him 
but he will not have voting pow¬ 
er. This has been done to en¬ 
courage attendance and to place 
more honor In the posltlos': of 
senator. The student court, 
which Is the judicial branch, 
will be composed of a chief 
justice and four associate jus¬ 
tices, Including one and not 
more than two women, appoint¬ 
ed by the president and ap¬ 
proved by the senate. Elaine 
McKee questioned why not have 
more than two women to fill 
these positions? Mr. Mitchell 
answered that due to the pro¬ 
portion of women and men stu¬ 
dents on campus and the policy 
of the national government, the 
committee thought it was best 
with the stated proportion. 

It was also discussed that 
the constitution states that the 
chief justices and the associate 
justices must have a minimum 
of 2.25 quality point average 
while the student government 
president must have only a 2.0 
quality point average. The 
discussion was that at times a 
person Is a leader with a 2.0 
average because of his time 
spent in activities and not so 
much spent In his studies. 

Chester Gordon made the 
comment that “we are all tak¬ 
ing a negative attitude and are 
only looking to what affects us. 
We should take either a firm 
positive or firm negative at¬ 
titude.” 

Larry Bates said that If we 
-have student government, It 
must be complete student gov¬ 
ernment. “We are responsible 
Individuals and are capable of 
accepting the responsibility.” 

The proposed constitution Is 
now being considered by the 
student-faculty organizations 
board. After it Is revised and 
approved. It will possibly be 
brought to the student body 
through an assembly program, 
Mr. Mitchell said.

Harlem Globetrotters Cut Capers

The first exhibition of com¬ 
bined professional basketball 
the uncanny humor of The Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee Martin 
Branch campus bounced In Fri¬ 
day night as the Harlem 
Globetrotters, along with a 
variety of showmen, entertained 
fans from miles around. 

A crowd of over 4,000, the 
largest ever to be seated In the 
Vol Fleldhouse, sat spellbound 
as the famed "Showboat” Hall, 
J.C. Gibson, Murphy Simmons, 
Mel Davis and their teammates 
went through their antics of skill 
and precision In defeating the 
New York Nationals 96-78. 
Coached by Bobby Milton, the 
team climaxed the night’s acti¬ 
vities by going through the same 
second half routine that has 
thrilled crowds In six con¬ 
tinents. 

Of the total 96 points accu¬ 
mulated by the ‘Trotters,’ only 
twelve came from the field. 
The remainder were the result 
of lay-ups and dunklns by stal¬ 
warts like Davis, a 7-0 forward, 
who were working off the clown¬ 
ing plvoter "Showboat.” Hall 
who was considered to be the 
center ring attraction, took 16 
points himself although con¬ 
tinually keeping the crowd 
aroar. Of the Nationals, Tike 
Carrabus and Troy Collier led 
with 23 and 21 points respec¬ 
tively. 

Added to the basketball at¬ 
traction, were the athletic per¬ 


formances of a Canadian floor 
artist, a 17 year old trampo- 
llnest, a Chinese balancing 
expert, two ping-pong cham¬ 
pions of England and Japan, and 
the peg-leg antics of “Peg- 
Leg” Bates, of the various 
displays of talent provided by 
these gentlemen, several stunts 
captured the amazement of the 
crowd to no end. These Includ¬ 
ed the variety of splits and back 
floor-flips of the Canadian 
sailor, the 100 coqgfcuflve back 
flips from the trampoline, the 
one-finger galance executed by 
the Chinese, and the distanced 
returns seen in the'T>lng-pong 
match.
